Alliance Strength. 


W ashingt on 
, N ov . 19.—[Sp ecial.}— 
The exact strength of the Farm ers’ 
Alliance in the next coDgress is not a 
definite or p ositive quantity, so much 
of its force being counted by demo­ 
crats. but it may be estimated any­ 
where from 20 to 40. 
This is not 
enough to give the alliance^ p eop le 
the balance of p ower, as they exp ected. 
Nevertheless, though they will not be 
able to turn a vote one way or the 
other, their influence must be felt, 
chiefly 
because of the 
growing 
strength of their organization. 
The 
best informed p ublic men do not ex­ 
p ect that the sub-treasury scheme will 
ever be p ut into effect Lor that the 
government control of corp orations 
will be adop ted, bat what is looked 
forward to as p ossible is a very great 
inflation of the currency, in comp li­ 
ance with the farmers’ demand. 
Old 
financial theories may have to yield 
something to p revent the entire over­ 
throw of conservatism. 
I t is urged 
by many that the majority of congress 
should do something to p lacate the 
farmers, and chiefly that the rep ubli­ 
cans must exert themselves to secure 
an inflation of the currency. 
The cry 
is for more money, and its seems that 
something must be done in this con 
gress or in the next to satisfy the de­ 
mand. 
It is urged up on the rep ubli­ 
cans that if something is not done to 
satisfy the clamor, it will grow so as 
to seriously threaten the p arty.

As is often the 
case, the party interests were sac­ 
rificed to private ambitions and the 
entire ticket including that staunch 
friend of the interests of the laboring 
class, R. C. Dunn, was swept under 
by the current. 
The assertion that “had their advice 
been heeded a solid republican dele­ 
gation would have been elected,” is 
all moon-shine for the fact will forever 
stand in black and white that it was 
Todd county that nominated J. C. 
Flynn, and that after voting for him 
in the convention they knifed him at 
the Dolls. 


Peculiar Proceedings. 
No one will wonder that Morrison 
county gave the democrats large ma­ 
jorities when they read the following 
from the Transcript: 
There were some queer proceedings 
by the election officers in different 
parts of the county if all reports are 
true. In one town it is claimed the 
judges of election burned the ballots 
immediately after counting, in an­ 
other tome of the voters indulged in 
drunken rows during the day and up­ 
set the ballot box, spilling the tickets 
onto the floor, and in Little Falls city 
the judges adjourned the work of 
counting and took a sleep, some go­ 
ing to a hotel for a night’s rest. 


Not too Good to Work. 


Supt. Eldred, of the Lake Superior 
Terminal A Transfer Railroad com­ 
pany, has descended from his lofty 
perch and assumed the role of switch­ 
man for a day or two, or until an 
extra engine crew can be employed. 
The company’* facilities are over­ 
taxed. The yards are badly blockaded 
with cars, and it was found necessary 
yesterday to put two more engines in­ 
to service. 
After considerable diffi­ 
culty Mr. Eldred succeeded in man­ 
ning one of the engines, but in spite 
of all that was done in the way of ad­ 
vertising aud telegraphing, a full 
crew could not be secured for the 
second engine. 
There was one man 
short, and Mr. Eldred, realizing that 
business would be seriously delayed 
if the engine was allowed tfi stand 
idle, donned the overalls and climbed 
the rest board of the engine to act as 
foreman of the crew. 
He has been 
acting in that capacity for two days, 
and has not yet been heard to grumble. 
The over-crowded condition of the 
yards is due to the increased ship­ 
ments of coal and the heavy receipts 
of wheat.—Superior Telegram. 


Alliance Strength. 


W a s h in g t o n , N o v . 19.—{Special.]— 
The exact strength of the Farmers’ 
Alliance in the next congress is not a 
definite or positive quantity, so much 
of its force being counted by demo­ 
crats. but it may be estimated any­ 
where from 20 to 40. This is not 
enough to give the alliance people 
the balance of power, as they expected. 
Nevertheless, though they will not be 
able to turn a vote one way or the 
other, their influence must be felt, 
chiefly 
because of the 
growing 
strength of their organization. The 
beet informed public men do not ex­ 
pect that the sub-treasury scheme will 
ever be put into effect nor that the 
government control of corporations 
will be adopted, but what is looked 
forward to as possible is a very great 
inflation of the currency, in compli­ 
ance with the farmers’ demand. Old 
financial theories may have to yield 
something to prevent the entire over­ 
throw of conservatism. It is urged 
by many that the majority of congress 
should do something to placate the 
farmers, and chiefly that the republi­ 
cans must exert themselves to secure 
an inflation of the currency. 
The cry 
is for more money, and its seems that 
something must be done in this con 
gress or in the next to satisfy the de­ 
mand. It is urged upon the republi­ 
cans that if something is not done to 
satisfy the clamor, it will grow so as 
to seriously threaten the party. 


Concerning Our New Congressman. 
Chief Clerk J. R. Howard, of the 
house of representatives, has this to 
say about Kittle Halvorsen, congress­ 
man-elect from the Fifth district: “It 
is true that he is of Norwegian parent­ 
age. It is also true that he served as 
a private soldier for three years dur­ 
ing the late war, coming home with 
an honorable record. He made a 
homestead claim in western Stearns 
county, and has been a successful 
farmer there for 20 years or more. I 
have known him during this period, 
and never heard a word against him. 
In ’87 we tendered him the republican 
nomination in the house from that 
district—which he accepted, and was 
elected without opposition, and would 
have been re-elected had he notified 
his friends there that he 60 desired, 
before other parties took the field. I 
do not believe the interests of our 
state would have been better served 
had Whiteman been elected instead 
of Halvorsen.” 
“What sort of a man is he?” 
“Well, wait and give him a chance; 
he is a good farmer, and fairly avell 
posted—not liable to act hastily or go 
with any crowd against his convic­ 
tions, and you can bet your last nickel 
that the gang of southern brigadiers 
who will organize the next home, won’t 
bulldoze Kittle Halvorsen into sup­ 
porting any measure that he doesn’t 
approve. I think he will act with the 
republicans, and by keeping in line 
with the administration, he able to 
serve his district and state the better.” 


As to the Game Laws. 
! 
The Evening Tribune says: The 
j Game and Fish Protective Assoeia- 
i tion, of Minnesota, the organization 
I which was formed in April last, com­ 
posed of the sportsmen from various 
parts of the state, is about to renew its 
activity. Its object is to protect the 
ame of the state from the ruthless 
est ruction of hunters, out of season. 
Its first step will be to secure a re­ 
vamping of the game and fish laws of 
the state. It sa vs in a circular: “A 
stab* game warden is a prerequisite 
to the enforcement of game laws, aud 
we want, by concerted action, to se­ 
cure the appointment of this official, 
aud also obtain tho appointment of 
deputies enough to thoroughly police 
the state, and protect in reality—not 
theoretically the game and fish of 
the stale of Minnesota.” J. M. Hogan, 
of Regan Bros., VV. M. Brackett and 
VV. P. Andrus, are the active members 
in Minneapolis who have pushed the 
work of the Association. Judge J. O. 
Pierce has for sometime been gather­ 
ing points upon a revision of the 
game laws aud when th*? legislature 
meets an attempt will be made to se­ 
cure their passage. 
Mr. Regan said 
yesterday that the game laws were in 
reality a blessing to everybody. In 
the state of Maine the game attracts 
thousands of tourists during the sum­ 
mer and they spend an immense 
amount of money there every year. 
He believes that the many lakes and 
rivers which mark Minnesota make it 
one of the best natural game countries 
in the Union. 
Game is still plentiful 
and if it is possible to prevent its 
wholesale destruction now Minnesota 
will always be a Meca for the sports­ 
men and the state will be the gainer 
bvmillions on account of it. 


No Monopoly. 
One error which farmers make is in 
thinking that no one else besides 
themselves is ever hard up or suffers 
from injustice. It is not surprising 
that they think so, for so many peo­ 
ple go about the country telling them 
Low they suffer that they seem to 
forget that people living rn towns and 
cities have to endure hardships as 
well as themselves. 
They seem to 
forget tha* merchant* and business 
men lie awake nights as well as farm­ 
ers wondering and worrying where 
they are going to get the money to’ 
pay the bills which are pressing them. 
They have interest and taxes to pay 
as well as farmers. 
They worry not 
only over the debts which they have 
to ]>ay, but over the bills which they 
have to collect for goods sold on time. 
No class of people Lave suffered more 
in the last two weeks than the bankers. 
The strain on them all over the world 
has been terrible, and many have lost 
the savings of a lifetime by the shrink­ 
age of value. 
Even that much abused 
wheat buyer und elevator man has 
suffered, and entire fortunes have 
been wiped out by the decrease in the 
price of ^rain. 
Farmers have their 
share of ills and hardship, but they 
t-bould not think that they have a 
monopoly. There are others who are 
in the same boat.—Fergus Falls Jour­ 
nal.

marked success. In the third case the treat­ 
ment was applied as a means of diagnosis, 
and, as no reaction followed, Prof. Ger­ 
hardt assumed that the patient was free 
from tuberculosis. 
In the course of a lect­ 
ure Prof. G erhardt warned 
his hearers 
against the idea th at K och’s treatm ent 
merely required the injection of the iym pth 
to drive out the disease.

If the publicity given to the case of 
Mrs. Edith Sessions Tupper will have 
the effect of putting a stop to arbitary 
arrests by police without warrant of 
law, it will not be without a gain to 
the comm unity. 
It is hard for the 
average thieftaker to understand 
th at the liberty of the citizen is sacred, 
unless the processes of law have been 
invoked to authorize him to restrain 
it. 
Mrs. Tupper has sued the Buffa­ 
lo Superintendent of Police, Martin 
Morin, for $20,000 damages. The 
facts appear to be that the lady left 
Buffalo for Toronto last July to vis­ 
it relatives. 
On ber arrival at To­ 
ronto she was arrested by the Cana­ 
dian police on authority of a tele­ 
gram sent after her by Morin, and 
was in custody some hours before ob­ 
taining her liberty by establishing 
her identity to the satisfaction ofthe 
police. She suffered illness in conse­ 
quence. 
A telegram is not a warrant, and 
policemen ought to be so advised. 
They take the responsibility upon 
themselves when they order arrests 
arbitrarily under the impression, 
probably, th at they are little Russian 
czars or* Turkish sultans. 
No man 
or woman should be arrested on the 
authority of a telegraphic dispatch, 
except in1 a case of extraordinary 
emergency. 
In m ost cases it would 
suffice to put the suspected under 
surveillance until a warrant be re­ 
ceived or obtained.—From the Alba­ 
ny Times.

M IN N E SO TA . 
Mr« . R. Church has been appointed post­ 
mistress a t Wacouta, Goodhue county, 
Large numbers of deer are being shot by 
pot hunters in the northern part of the state. 
The city council of St. Paul is discussing 
the subject of compelling telegraph com­ 
panies to put their wires underground. 
A son of J . II. Adams, of Reaver Creek. 
whHe carelessly handling a revolver accident­ 
ally shot himself through the right leg. 
Mrs. Anna Klutz, an old lady of St. Paul, 
was struck by an electric car in that city and 
fatally injured. 
A spark from a steam thresher destroyed 
four stacks of vvheat belonging to Henry 
Miller, a farmer li ving near Lake Benton. 
Alexander Michaelson, of St. Charles, was 
run over by a locomotive in St. Paul, sus­ 
taining injuries from which he is not likely 
to recover. 
The various banks of Goodhue county are 
estimated to contain deposits amounting to 
$ 700,000, all to the credit of the citfzens of 
the county. 
V n . Halverson, a professional wrestier, is 
in jail at East Grand Forks, charged with 
robbing J oe Hughes, a representative of the 
Minnesota Chief Thresher company. 
Albert Muske, of Minden, Benton county, 
was thrown irom his wagon daring a runa­ 
way, and sustained injuries from which he 
died in a few hours. 
Mrs. J . Crawford, living one mile east of 
Watertown, was instantly killed by a run­ 
away team. 
Mrs. Craw'ord was one of the 
oldest settlers in this part of the country. 
Albert Muskl, a farmer residing in Minden, 
Benton county, died in Be. Cloud from in­ 
juries received in a runaway. 
He was a 
single man and about thirty years old. 
Willie Lee and Henry Helmarth, two small 
boys, were bound over to the criminal court 
a t St. Cloud on a charge of attempted safe­ 
cracking. 
Two boys neffr Beaver Creek, Rock county 
named Pierce ar. 1 Weston g ot into a scuffle 
over a revolver, and the piece was accident­ 
ally discharged, the hall passing through 
another playmate’s leg, inilictiug a serious 
wound. 
Three Irishmen and a Norwegian g ot into 
trouble at Luverue recently, which resulted 
in the arrest of one of the Irishmen. 
Later 
they came together again and the Norwegian 
gave the Irishman a right-hander in the eye, 
rupturing the eye ball. The eye had to be 
removed. The big Norseman is under arrest. 
J ames G. Richardson, of Lake City, has 
entered suit against the Minneapolis Har­ 
vester company for $ l00,0f)0,damage8. 
The 
piaiutifT owned a patent grain binder which 
he alleges the defendants used on their 
machinery without any right and have re­ 
fused to pay any royalty, and that he has 
lost the above sum through the infringe­ 
ment. 
After many weeks of arduous labor the 
officials of the state auditor s department 
finished the work o ‘ assessing real and per­

An Unfortunate Accident.

R eligion in R ussia. 
Most educated Russians have no 
religion a t all. The clergy are divid­ 
ed into two classes, the b lack and the 
white. The white clergy, or parochial 
priests, are in a very low state of cul­ 
ture and material well-b eing, which 
condition has b een b rought ab out 
b y long years of ex istence under a 
b aneful system. In the days of serf­ 
dom the priesthood formed a cast*- 
of their own, the nob ility refusing to 
renounce their worldly position to 
assume the sacerdotal office, and the 
peasents, lieing serfs, could not re 
cruit the x anks of the priesthood. 
They were dreaded b y the peasant* 
and despised b y the nob ility. This 
contempt is illustrated b y M. I^eroy- 
Beaulieu. It is customary for all 
laymen to show outward resjiect for 
the church b y kissiug the hands ot its 
ministers. On one occasion u village 
priest, receiving a grand duke a t the 
door of his church, and not b eing used 
to such ex alted fiersouages, hesit 
ated to offer his hand. The grand 
duke, b ecoming impatient, ex claim­ 
ed: “Stretch out your paw, you 
fool!” The main revenue of the par­ 
ish priests is derived from church 
fees, and the weak, poverty stricken 
priest is tempted to fawn on his con­ 
gregation with the hope of helping 
his income. The b lack clergy include 
highly educated gentlemen, polite 
scholars and men of the world, and 
they enjoyed the respect of society. 
The b eauty of the Greek church ser­ 
vice i« dwelt upon, especially the mar­ 
velous chanting of the choir. The 
human voice is unaided b y any in­ 
strumental music, as to the Russian 
mind it would b e impious to won*Np 
God b y machinery. 


Silk a n d S ilk w orm s. 
Comparatively few silk cocoons are 
/aised in this country—not more than 
10,000 pounds in all, prob ab ly—of 
which amount the Unite« ! States gov 
crnment purchases ab out one-half for 
ex perimental purpose*. 
In France 
every farmer’s wife raises a few pounds 
of cocoons every spring and makes 
money b y selling them, and in this 
way, mainly, is the silk crop of that 
country grown. There are few occu­ 
pations more easy or agreeab le for a 
woman than the raising ofcacoons, 
and it offers a new source ot income 
to wives and daughters in all sections 
of thecountry. The way to get started 
in it seems easy enough, say» New 
York Ex port and Finance. Any wom­ 
an in the United States who will 
take the troub le to write to the silk 
b ureau of the department of agricul­ 
ture this month, with a request for 
silkworm eggs, will receive, during 
the month following, n quarter of an 
ounce of them, which will contain | 
ab out 9,000, in a little b ox . The de­ 
partm ent will also furnish informa­ 
tion as to the l**t and most ap­ 
proved method for preparing and 
raising the cocoons. With two ounces 
of eggs a woman ought to b e ab le to 
raise 50 or 60 pounds per annum 
b etween the middle of March and the 
first of June. Cocoons are worth over 
$1 a pound now. When the great 
demand for cocoons arrives as it 
surely will b efore long, some of those 
interested in the m atter at the de­ 
partm ent of agriculture stem to think 
that more than 100,000 romen will 
find very profitab le employment in | 
supplying these cocoons to the silk j 
factories in this country.—Charles j 
ton, S. C., Word.

The deceased was well known in 
this city where he lived for some 
years and was in the employ of the 
Northern Pacific, many of his rela­ 
tives living here, among whom are 
George and John Clark, brothers. A 
wife and four small children are left. 
to mourn his death. The funeral will 
take place this afternoon at 2:30 from 
the Baptist ch arch.

Religion in Russia. 
Most educated Russians have no 
religion a t all. The clergy are divid­ 
ed into two classes, the black and the 
white. The white clergy, or parochial 
priests, are in a very low state of cul­ 
ture and material well-being, which 
condition has been brought about 
by long years of existence under a 
baneful system. In the days of serf­ 
dom the priesthood formed a caste 
of their own, the nobility refusing to 
renounce their worldly position to 
assume the sacerdotal office, and the 
peasents, being serfs, could not re 
em it the ianks of the priesthood. 
They were dreaded by the peasants 
and despised by the nobility. This 
contempt is illustrated by M. Leroy- 
Beaulieu. It is customary for all 
laymen to show outward respect for 
the church by kissing the hands of its 
ministers. On one occasion a village 
jirtest, receiving a grand duke a t the 
door of his church, and not being used 
to such exalted personage*, besit 
ated to offer his hand. The grand 
duke, becoming impatient, exclaim­ 
ed: “Stretch out your paw, you 
fool!” The main revenue of the par­ 
ish priests is derived from church 
fees, aud the weak, poverty stricken 
priest is tempted to fawn on his con­ 
gregation with the hope of helping 
his income. The black clergy include 
highly educated gentlemen, polite 
scholars and men of the world, and 
they enjoyed the respect of society. 
The beauty of the Greek church ser­ 
vice is dwelt upon, especially the mar­ 
velous chanting of the choir. The 
human voice is unaided by any in­ 
strumental music, as to the Russian 
mind it would be impious to worship 
God by machinery. 


T h e r e is a great Jdeal of talk in 
Washington on the proposition to 
build a new residence for the presi­ 
dent. There seems to be general 
agreement on this proposition, that 
the present white-house would do 
very well for the executive mansion 
or for a private residence for the 
president, but that it is entirely in­ 
adequate for both purposes. 


Silk and Silkw orm s. 
Comparatively few silk cocoons are 
raised in this country—not more than 
10,000 pounds in all, probably—of 
which amount the United States gov­ 
ernment purchases about one-half for 
experimental purposes. 
In France 
every farmer’s wife rn ises a few pounds 
of cocoons every spring and makes 
money by selling them, and in this 
way, mainly, is the silk crop of th at 
country grown. There ore few occu­ 
pations more easy or agreeable for a 
woman than the raising of cacoons, 
and it offers a new source of income 
to wives and daughters in all sections 
ofthecountry. The way toget started 
in it seems easy enough, say* New 
York Export and Finance. Any wom­ 
an in the United .States who will 
take the trouble to write to the silk 
bureau of the department of agricul­ 
ture this month, with a request for 
•ilk-worm eggs, will receive, during 
the month following, a quarter of an 
ounce of them, which will contain 
about 9,000, in a little box. The de­ 
partm ent will also furnish informa­ 
tion as to the best and most ap­ 
proved method for preparing and 
raising the cacoons. With two ounces 
of eggs a woman ought to be able to 
raise oO or 60 pounds per annum 
between the middle of March and the 
first of June. Cocoons are worth over 
$1 a pound now. When the great 
demand for cocoons arrives, as it 
surely will before long, some of those 
interested in the m atter at the de­ 
partm ent of agriculture asem to think 
th a t more than 100,000 Yeomen will 
find very profitable employment, in 
supplying these cocoons to the silk 
factories in this country.—Charles­ 
ton, S. C., Word.

If the publicity given to the case of 
Mrs. Edith Sessions Tupper will have 
the effect of putting a stop to arbitary 
arrests by police without warrnnt of 
law, it will not be without a gain to 
the community. It is hard for the 
average thief taker to underst and 
that the liberty of the citizen is sacred, 
unless the processes of law’ have been 
invoked to authorize him to restrain 
it. Mrs. Tupper has sued the Buffa­ 
lo Superintendent of Police, Martin 
If or in, lor $20,000 damages. The 
facts appear to be that the lady left 
Buffalo for Toronto last July to vis­ 
it relatives. On her arrival at To­ 
ronto she was arrested by the Cana­ 
dian police on authority of a tele­ 
gram sent after her by Morin, and 
was in custody some hours before ob­ 
taining her liberty by establishing 
her identity to the satisfaction of the 
police.

With regard to pulpit humor, Dr. 
Parker pointed o ut th a t there was 
a buffoonery which all wise men 
should frown upon—the rude, clumsy 
clownish joking worthy only of con­ 
tempt, not on the high ground of its 
irreverance, but on the low ground ol 
simple 
imbecility and 
indecency. 
On the other hand, there was a refin­ 
ed humor, which 110 more burdened 
the.discourse th an the dew burdened 
the rose bud on which it glistened. 
As to laughter, the whole universe 
was full of it. When the universe 
was 
sympathetically 
interpreted, 
w hat was laughter, 
rational and 
timely, but a species of music? Was 
not laughter another nume for glad­ 
ness? Was there no gladness in the 
sunny universe? It was not mere 
joking th a t elicited laughter. 
There 
was a laughter born of reason, in­ 
spired by thankfulness, chastened by 
tne ever-present melancholy in whose 
gray climate all human life have 
lived. 
Commerce would do its shop­ 
keeping beter if it laughed heartily 
now and then. 
The house would be 
more of a home if its inmates were 
more cheerful.

An Unfortunate Accident. 
Fred. Clark, formerly a resident of 
this city, was shot at Mandan on Mon­ 
day evening, and he died from the 
effects of the wound on Wednesday 
afternoon at the Sanitarium in this 
city.

Religion in Russia. 
Most educated Russians have no 
religion a t all. The clergy are divid­ 
ed into two classes, the black and the 
white. The white clergy, or parochial 
priests, are in a very low state of cul­ 
ture and m aterial well-being, which 
condition has been brought about 
by long years of existence under a 
baneful system. In the days of serf­ 
dom the priesthood formed a cast** 
of their own, the nobility refusing to 
renounce their worldly position to 
assume the sacerdotal office, and the 
peasents, l»eing serfs, could not re 
cruit the tanks of the priesthood. 
They were dreaded by the peasants 
and despised by the nobility. This 
contempt is illustrated by M. Leroy- 
Beaulieu. It is customary for all 
laymen to show outward respect for 
the church by kissing the hands of its 
ministers. On one occasion a village 
priest, receiving a grand duke at the 
door of his church, and not being used 
to such exalted personages, hesit 
ated to offer his hand. The grand 
duke, becoming impatient, exclaim­ 
ed: “Stretch out your paw, you 
fool!” The main revenue of the par­ 
ish priests is derived from church 
fees, and the weak, poverty stricken 
priest is tempted to fawn on his con­ 
gregation with the hope of helping 
his income. The black clergy include 
highly educated gentlemen, polite 
scholars and men of the world, and 
they enjoyed the respect of society. 
The beauty of the Greek church ser­ 
vice is dwelt upon, especially the m ar­ 
velous chanting of the choir. The 
human voice is unaided by any in­ 
strum ental music, as to the Russian 
mind it would be impious to worship 
God by machinery. 


T h e r e is a great Jdeal of talk in 
Washington on the proposition to 
build a new residence for the presi­ 
dent. There seems to be general 
agreement on this proposition, th at 
th e present white-house would do 
very well for the executive mansion 
or for a private residence for the 
president, but th at it is entirely in­ 
adequate for both purposes. 


Silk and Silkworms. 
Comparatively few silk cocoons are 
/aisedin thiscountry—notinorethan 
10,000 pounds in all, probably—of 
which am ount the United States gov 
crnment purchases about one-half for 
experimental purposes. 
In France 
every farmer’s wife raises a few pounds 
of cocoons every spring and makes 
money by selling them, and in this 
way, mainly, is the silk crop of th at 
country grown. There are few occu­ 
pations more easy or agreeable for a 
woman than the raising of cacoons, 
and it offers a new source of income 
to wives and daughters in all sections 
of the country. The way to get started 
in it seems easy enough, sayt New 
York Export and Finance. Any wom­ 
an in the United .States who will 
take the trouble to write to the silk 
bureau of the department of agricul­ 
ture this month, with a request for 
silk-worm e g g s , will receive, during 
the month following, a quarter of an 
ounce of them, which will contain 
about 9,000, in a little box. The de­ 
partm ent will also furnish informa­ 
tion as to the best and most ap­ 
proved method for preparing and 
raising the cocoons. With two ounces 
of eggs a woman ought to be able to 
raise 50 or 60 pounds per annum 
between the middle of March and the 
first of June. Cocoons are worth over 
$1 a pound now. When the great 
demand for cocoons arrives as it 
surely will Itetore long, some of those 
interested in the m atter at the de- 
partm entof agricultures*ern to think 
th a t more than 100,000 rom en will 
find very profitable employment in 
supplying these cocoons to the silk 
factories in this country.—1Charles­ 
ton, S. C., Word.
